One has reason to expect it 
on the Main Line, for instance, and it 
was probably this consideration, above 
all others, that brought the Hedgerow 
Theatre players to the Main Line last 
year in their immensely interesting 
repertory of plays. They appeared first 
at the Anthony Wayne Theatre and 
hordes of Main Liners attended. But 
when, because of a well-founded belief 
on the part of the director, Jasper 
Decter, that acting when viewed past 
the twentieth row becomes puppetry, 
Hedgerow moved to the more compact 
Bervvyn Theatre, the horde of what 
had appeared to be the discriminating 
dwindled down to the select group who 
can take their art in barn-like struc- 
tures as well as in ornate movie pal- 
aces. And it was not until this same 
horde of the discriminating had read 
the raves about Hedgerow perform- 
ances at Bcrwyn and the select attend- 
ance at Berwyn that they attempted 
to follow— but by then Hedgerow had 
departed with its repertory leaving a 
trial of regret in the bosoms of our 
Main Liners who had not exercised 
their discrimination far enough — or 
had exercised it too far in worrying 
over hard seats. 

But this season Hedgrow has af- 
fected a seemingly happy truce with 
the Main Line and through the efforts 
of Manager Freid, of the Anthony : 
Wayne Theatre, we again find Hedge- 
row playing at the Anthony Wayne j 
Theatre on Monday evenings — since; 
the Main Liners have shown that they i 
will come to the Anthony Wayne The- j 
atre. I 

One of the much-raved about plays i 
missed by so many Main Liners last I 
season when it played at the Berwyn 
is Eugene O'Neill's "Beyond the Hor- j 
izon" and it is this play which Mr. j 
Decter has chosen to present at the j 
Anthony Wayne on Monday evening, 
June 30. We have a wager on that 
our faith in Main Line discrimination 
will be revived on the evening of June 
30 when our Main Liners turn out to 
see what one of our Main Line papers 
referred to as "one of the best per- 
formances that I have ever seen this 
company present" while another paper 
wrote, "We were so surprised and 
pleased and tickled and everything else, 
that we're sold on the idea (the 
Hedgerow idea) strong now." 

"Beyond the Horizon," when it was 
first produced in New York, was 
hailed by the critics as the first con- 
sistently sustained serious play pro- 
duced by an American. It was awarded 
the Pulitzer Prize in that year. Added 
to the Hedgerow repertory in July, 
1925, it has drawn large audiences 
from season to season. It is an in- 
teresting coincidence that last season 
Kenneth Macgowan, director of ( the 
second New York production of "Be- 
yond the Horizon," came down to 
Hedgerow on a hurried trip to gather 
some facts on the Hedgerow Theatre 
for his book, "Footlights Across Amer- 
ica" (since published). He found 
Hedgerow had "Beyond the Horizon" 
scheduled for that evening and as he 
had to be in Pittsburgh that same eve- 
ning, he was able to see only the first 
scene of the play. A few days later 
Mr. Deeter received a letter from him 
saying "I thought the opening scene 
(acting) was much better done than 
in either production in New York." 

"Beyond the Horizon" is a tragedy 
of human futility and illusion. Robert 
Mayo, the central figure, is essentially 
a dreamer — drawn by far-off things, 
but his poetic susceptibilities involve 
him in the adventure of the immedi- 
ate romance — and the result is tragedy. 
All the people concerned in Robert's 
mistake find themselves struggling 
against an environment in which they 
are thoroughly miscast, all long for 
far-off things — for what lies beyond 
the horizon. It is O'Neill at his best. 
The Hedgerow cast in "Beyond the 
Horizon" on Monday evening will in- 
clude Ferd Nofer. William Price, Dud- 
ley Vaughan, Walter Hart, Miriam 
Phillips, Harry Bellavcr, Jean Sweidel 
and Jasper Decter. 
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Justifying Themselves 



A remarkably interesting experiment in accident prevention is being 
carried in the borough of Narb'.Tth. The results to date would seem to 
make out a line case for the "Thru traffic-Stop" system. 

During 1929 the police records showed an average of at least one 
accident per week within the one square mile of territory comprising 
Narberth. There were three fatalities from automobile crashes in the 
year. 

On April 1, 1930, "Stop" signs were erected at all intersections of 
"Thru traffic" streets, which arc Wynnewood, Essex, Narberth and Hav- 
erford Avenues. Since that time there have been only three accidents 
reported in verv nearlv three months. Quite a dilTcrnce over one a week. 

During the first couple of months lots of people received summonses 
to appear before Burgess Hcnrv Fryc and explain their lax driving meth- 
ods. If they were first offenders they were excused with some words in 
their ear. Most of them incidentally were people from other sections of 
the Main Line or other parts of the State. 

A new system is now in practice by the police as regards "Stop" 

sign violators. The whistle is used by the officer at the time instead of 

I the cumbersome and slow system of taking license numbers, writing to 

i Harrisburg for names and addresses and mailing summonses. It will 

j tend to speed up the work immensely and will also give the motorist a 

chance to state his case when it is fresh in his mind. 



"What! — No Swimming Pool?" 

That remark was made by a visitor here this week. "Why, there's 
nardly a good-sized, prosperous inland community in this country that 
.doesn't have a community swimming i>ool," lie said. "What's the matter 
with you Main Line folks, anyway?" 

Well, there may be reasons such as lack of inexpensive water and 
cheap land conveniently accessible, but we are incluined to think that the 
absence of a suitable pool is attributable to inertia of our residents. 

The Colonial Village at Wayne has splendid swimming facilities, 
and the Main Line Christian Association's indoor pool at Ardmore is well 
maintained, though small. Many Main Line folk visit pools at Llanerch 
and Sixty-ninth Street. It is a pool such as these, large, clean and con- 
veniently located, that the Main Line needs — and needs badly. 

Private enterprise may establish some such pool here sonic day — 
and there should be a fair profit. But in the meantime, we offer this ten- 
tative suggestion : Let Main Line clubs appoint a joint committee to de- 
termine the feasibility of establishing a pool, financed by popular sub- 
scription. 

One plan would be for the swimming pool to be made a stock com- 
pany, with the public privileged to purchase shares at moderate cost, 
entitling the holders to free use of the pool, in the stead of financial 
return on their investment. Others would he charged a nominal fee for 
use of the pool and locker rooms — subject to reduction in price on the 
purchase of a strip of ten or more tickets. 

Most Main Line residents spend only part of the summer away from 
their homes. Comparatively cool, shaded, quiet, beautiful with its flow- 
ers and trees and lawns, the Main Line is a very pleasant suburban sec- 
tion in summertime. It would be far more so if it had a community 
swimming pool. 

Growth of the Main Line 

Lower Mcrion's population has increased 47 per centum during the 
last decade and now stands at 35,1 18, according to a preliminary count of 
the Census Bureau. . Combined with Narbcrth's 4663 this geographical 
section has a total of 39,781. Populations of Haverford and Radnor 
townships probably will about double that figure, or give the total Main 
Line area approximately 80,000. 

This population represents a tremendous buying power and probably 
forms the most influential groups of communities in the Philadelphia 
territory. Efforts of certain agencies to swell the figures by about 100 
per centum and to advertise its trading area as that of 150,000 souls work 
no good for the Main Line but rather start it on an inflation period such 
as is now being endured by certain of our neighbors. 



JESS— IN FUN

MARTIN SCORES RUN

With a distinguished array of play- 
ers representing many leading colleges 
of the United States, Pcnuac returned 
to Narberth last Thursday for their 
fifth game on record, and rolled up 
safeties with such unfaltering precision 
to complcteyl outplay and outscorc the 
local club, 7-1. In winning over the 
Davismen, Pennac found access to 
their twenty-third victory in the past 
twenty-five games in which they have 
participated this season. For Nar- 
berth it was their third defeat out of 
six twilight games played thus far this 
year. 

The Narberth boys dropped a pair of 
contests to the Quaker City nine in 
1928, but made a more impressive 
showing in the subsequent season 
when they lost one and won one, and 
that being by the narrow score of 4-3. 
With Roepke, of Penn State; Max- 
well and Francis, of Notre Dame, and 
Krcuz, of U. of P., the Penn A. C. 
Club went through Narberth like 
Grant through Richmond. Graham, 
Lyons and Reynolds, of Dayton Uni- 
versity, pitching for the Borough team, 
were in turn bombarded aplenty, giv- 
ing the visitors the aggregate number 
of ten base hits. "Big Boy" Peterson, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, was 
superb in the mound role, and no one 
knows that better than the Narberth 
boys, for only on two occasions were 
they admitted as far as second base 
save in the lucky seventh when they 
sent in their only run. 

Feterson went the entire limit for 
Pennac and halted the Davismen in 
order three times during this game. In 
the sixth inning Mulligan, Kearney 
and Humphreys surrendered on strikes 
for an easy retirement. 

Narberth was particularly ineffective 
on the lanes once they succeeded in 
getting on base. Four local batsmen 
who bit safely were later thrown out 
on base, the ineffectiveness being em- 
phatically displayed twice when two of 
Narberth's best players uncautiously 
extended their distance off base to be 
expunged in a back and forth tussle. 

Fleck continued on his vigorous bat- 
ing streak by extending his consecu- 
tive hitting to ten games. 

During the course of his ninc-iuuing 
performance on the mound, the Big 
Hoy mowed down nine men on strikes, 
while it took three local hurlers to 
down four aliens. Inefficiency also 
prevailed on the box for the Borough 
twirlers who handed out no less than 
six free tickets to the initial station, 
three of these passes giving the foe- 
men as many unearned runs. 

Manager Davis delegated the diniin- 
tiitive Graham to scale the mound at 
the start and was touched for a run in 
the second.

But Is in Hot Water Several Times 



Pitching his first full game of the 
season, McKee hung up a new record 
on the hill last Monday night when 
he launched his speed ball with un- 
wonted exactitude to crush nine rival 
batsmen as Narberth sluggers drum- 
med out a 5-1 victory. 

It was the first complete game which 
the West Philadelphian has hurled dur- 
ing the 1930 season while he has 
marked up against his record one de- 
feat for the year in Main Line 
League ball, in which contest he failed 
to go the limit. , His victory over Jack 
Hart's Veterans is not credited to Mc- 
Kee as this contest was merely a prac- 
tice game and is officially discarded 
from the year's records. 

However, his magnificent slinging 
showed deficiency at times as the
